THE FEARFUL CATASTROPHE. 


Uninjured Passengers in the Wreck Burned 
Alive—Terrible Holocaust. 


Concornp, N. H., February 5.—The express 
train that left Boston at 7 o’ciock last night 
met with a terrible accident near Woodstock, 
onthe Central Vermont Rallroad, at about 
2:30 o’clock this morning. The train started 
from this cityon time, but was detained at 
White River Junction so it was about an hour 
and a half late when it leftthere, It consisted 
ot a locomotive, baggage car, postal car, two 
passenger coaches and two sleeping-cars, and 
Was running at the usual rate ofspeed. When

A BROKEN RAIL WAS 8TRUOK. 

The locomotive, baggage car and postal car 
broke away from the rest of the train, passing 
over the bridge in safety. The rest ofthe

THE AWFUL HOLOCAUST. 

In addition to this, and to add to the terrors 
and sufferings of the passengers, the weather 
was intensely cold andthe heroic rescuers 
were hindered thereby in their work. No 
water could be obtained with which to check 
or extinguish the flames. The ice was several 
mohes thick on the river and there were no 
appliances at hand to raise it. Ira A. Ohase 
ot Bristol was at White River Junction when 
the ews of the disaster was received. He 
te the wreck on a special train. His 
story of the accident is as follows: 

MR. CHASE'S STATEMENT. 

„The train left White River Junction late, 
and the accident is thought to have occurred 
at about 2:18 a. m. A broken rail was discov- 
ered some 200 feet this side of the bridge, but 
whether this caused the accident or a wheel 
first broke itisin doubt. The locomotive and 
baggage and mail cars crossed the bridge in 
satiety. Two passenger coaches, the Boston 
sleeping-car ‘Pilgrim,’ and the Springfleld 
sleeper. ‘St. Albans,‘ went off the bridge at 
the end on tbe right hand side, and apparently 

TURNED BOTTOM SIDE UP 
in the fall. Men living near by stated that 
when they got to the scene there was no fire 
except in the forward passenger oar, but the 
flames soon spread to the other cars and then 
to the bridge. All were consumed. Twenty- 
six persons, so far as known, were taken 
out alive from the cars which were 
burned. Two of these are understood 
to be Mr. Wesson, pistol manufacturer of 
Springfield, and Ed. Brockelbanks, a brake- 
man, but they died soon after. The two pas- 
senger coaches were well filled and every berth 
in the Boston sleeping car was occupied and 
twelve in the one from Springfield, making the 
total number of passengers in the wrecked 
cars about eighty. This will probably make

DEAD BETWEEN FIFTY AND SIXTY. 

The bridge was between thirty and forty 
feet above the water, which was covered with 
thick ice, making it probable that death re- 
suited from crushing and burning rather than 
from drowning. Several were penned up in 
the wreck who might have been rescued alive 
but for the flames. Brakeman Parker, who 
was on the forward end of the first passenger 
car, felt the jar and saved his life by jumping. 
He quickly secured a conveyance and carried 
the news to White River Junction. 

A PASSENGER’S ACCOUNT. 

An occupant of the Boston sleeper, whose 
name could not be ascertained, passed through 
here this afternoon. He said the car was full, 
every berth being occupied. The train was 
late out of White River Junction, and when it 
left it had the sleeper from Spring- 
field and besides a passenger car. 
He thinks it must have been about 
2:10 o’clock in the morning, when he was 
awakened by the quivering of the car as if it 
was off the rails. This movement he noticed 
butashorttime, when he became conscious 
that the coach had gone over the abutment of 
the bridge and was sinking with frightful 
rapidity. To add to his consternation the car 
turned upside down, and when it struck the 
ice in the river 

THE TOP CRUSHED IN. 
He occupied the lower berthand by almost 
superhuman efforts succeeded in extricating 
himself from the wreck. He was well ac: 
qnaintead with the occupant of the upper 
berth—a Boston gentloman—and as 
quickly as possible, set himself 
at work to relieve his friend. He worked 
with energy and by kind words cheered him, 
but his efforts proved unsuccessful, and he 
was finally driven away by the flames, and be- 
came an involuntary witness of the horrible 
death of his companlon, who was 

BURNED BEFORE HIS EYES. 

He saw quite a number ot persons rescued, 
many with severe bruises and burns; but few 
bodies had been taken out when he left. At 
that time it was impossible to ascertain the 
names or the number ofthe victims. He ex- 
pressed the belief, however, that not more 
than thirty persons were killed. The railroad 
bridge took fire from the wreck and was total- 
ly destroyed, The accident isthe most terri- 
ple of any that has occurred in New England.

SCENES OF HORROR. 


Ineffectual Efforts to Rescue Passengers 
From the Burning Wreck. 


WHITE RIVER JUNCTION, Vt., February 5.— 
When the relief train from White River Junc- 
tion reached the wreck, the progress of the 
flames had been so rapid that the bridge and 
four cars had been practically destroyed. 
A few burning timbers were seen and the iron 
work of the bridge was scattered over the 
ground. The only house near the scene was 
that of Thomas Pingree, a farmer, and had it 
not been for his hospitable roof some of the 
injured would doubtless have 

PERISHED FROM EXPOSURE. 

The baggage and mail cars afforded accom- 
modations for a number of the wounded. Chas. 
M. Hosmer of Lowell, Mass., who was on the 
train, states that he was in a Central 
Vermont sleeping car. He says: ‘‘I can re- 
member twenty-one others who were in the 
car with me. I new none of them personally. 
There were five ladies among them. I was 
awakened bythe bumping ofthe car. Then 
came the crash and , 

ALL WAS DARKNESS 
andconfusion. Ido not remember hearing 
any screaming, but there were moans and 
calls for help. I found myself pinned down 
by aseat which lay across my hips, but I 
broke the window and some way, I cannot tell 
how, worked out of the window onto the car. 
I should think the car, 

DROPPED FIFTY-FIVE FEET. 

The other three cars were also on the ice, 
having broken away from the forward part of 
the train. My clothing, with the exception of 
two shirts and my socks, was torned from me 
in getting out. I lost everything also that I 
had with me. A gentleman who occu- 
pied berth next to the mine was strug- 
gling in the ruins and I sue- 
ceeded in extricating him. There 
was also a lady in theruins and underneath 
me, whom we succeeded in saving, but she 
was almost naked when we had taken her out. 
It was necessary to tear her clothing off to get 
her out. She proved to be Mrs. Pryden of Mon- 
treal. I think I was 

THE FIRST PERSON TO GET OUT. 

AMr. Hutchins of Braintree, Vt., escaped 
and assisted in saving others. I worked until 
I was so chilled I could do nothing more. Ina 
few moments after the crash the cars took fire 
and amid the flames, which lapped 
on the bridge and illuminated the valley fora 
long distance those who were unable to es- 
cape could be seen in the embrace of death. 
I cannot even now realize the terrible aspect 
of the last scene. When the flames 
burst out I could seethe imprisoned passen- 
gers either calling for help or insensible. I 
walked, or rather crawled, toa house, where 
I got some clothing. Out of the twenty-two

THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES HEARS THE 
CHARGE FROM ITS OWN MEMBERS. 


An Amazing Change Wrought Mysteriously 
by a Railroad Company anda Rich Cor- 
poration—How the Wire Mill Switch Bill 
Was Revived and Passed in the Lower 
Branch of the Municipal Assembly Last 
Night. 

Three days ago a bill known as the wire-mill 
bill was put upon its passage in the House of 
Delegates and defeated. Last nightthe same 
bill wus brought up on a motion to reconsider. 
Not a single argument in its favor was pro- 
duced, but, on the contrary, sworn 
statements Were submitted in opposition 
to its passage; aevertheless, it passed 
by a majority that was ready to stand 
by it under any circumstances, and would, if 
necessary, have been supported by votes that 
even last night were recorded in the negative. 
Judge Monahan, who was exasperated at the 
boldness of the business, openly accused the 
swapping delegates of being ‘‘boodlers.’ The 
bill gives the right to the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad to run a switch 
occupying Gratiot street, from Twenty-first 


‘to Twenty-third streets, tying up a number 


of poor people and small householders ina 
network of railroad tracks. At the meeting 
on last Tuesday night, when the bill was put 
upon its passage, the lobby was filled with the 
poor people whose little all was at stake. 
Widow women with tears rolling down 
their cheeks begged at the railing of the House 
that their homes be spared. The bill was put 
upon a vote which was recorded as follows:

Mr. O'Neill, who 
saw the course things were taking, sent to the 
cierk’s desk the affidavits of Michael Kiernan, 
Jos. Rising, Luke Munks, Louisa McGowan, 
Louls Medacona. Martin Gruff denying that 
they had been offered the amounts testified to 
by the promoters of the bill. The affidavits 
state that the persons had been visited by 
Car Inspector Eberbaun of the Missouri Pacific 
who had put the price on the property, 
Mr. Collins, whose conversion was amazing, 
began to read from a copy of the Assessor's 
books to show that the property owners were 
not entitied to the amounts claimed. Mr. 
O'Neill could not stand this but shouted out:

Delegate Monahan arraigned the members 
who had so suddenly and mysteriously been 
converted, and said: ‘‘Isay that the power 
of money is felt here on this floor to-night, 
and has accomnplished those wonderful con- 
versions which are seen bere to-night.’’ 

Mr. Alt came up and shouted, I object to 
these personalities. I wanttotell Mr. Mona- 
han that nobody has a right to tell me when I 
shall not change my vote. I sball change mine 
when py we to-day, to-morrow, the next 
day. It should be stated that this speech was 
superfluous coming from Alt who had not 
changed his vote but was one of the old friends 
of the bill. Delegate Monahan con: 
tinued his bitter arraignment. The del- 
@gates were * uneasy under the scoring 
from their fellow delegates when Speaker Fox 
put the question and the bili carried by the 
above vote. The lobby filed out without fur- 
ther delay as the end was accomplished and 
the bill ean never again be reconsidered.

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CHRISTIAN PLANS 


For the Reformation of the Depraved 
Women of the City. 


This morning Mesdames Vincent, Brookes, 
Hill and Killen calied on Mayor Francis to 
confer with him concerning the establishment 
of a reformatory for depraved women. Mayor 
Francis invited Oounciiman Devoy, the most 
suave member of the Municipal Assembly, 
to the conference. The ladies had 
no definite plan to submit at 
the opening of the conference 
but wished to discuss all plans that were 
deemed practicable. Mrs. Vincent said there 
could be no question about the necessity of 
such an institution. She commented on the 
association of the male and female prisoners 
in the police vans, the court docks and the 
Work- house, and said it was doubtless 
productive of the most lamentable re- 
suits. The establishment of a separate in- 
stitution for women was very desirable. 
The proposition ot the promoters of the move- 
ment had broader ends in view. They re- 
gretted the factthat in the police courts a 
familiar scene was the arraignment of a de- 
praved woman, the payment of a fine imposed 
and the immediate.return of the poor creatares 
to their old haunts. Mrs. Vincent was of the 
opinion that if the Judges of the Police Courts 
would take this branch of the reform in 
hand they might commit the girls to 


the proposed home, where suitable employ- 
ment would be given them. Mayor Francis 
stated in ony to the propositions that he did 
not see a clear way to the execution of the 
plan, desirable as it was. The city could not 
afford, with its present small income, to un- 
dertake a work that would require any large 
amount of money, and he estimated that the 
establishment of such a home as suggested 
would require the immediate expenditure 
of between $50,000 and $75,000. He, however, 
did not propose this in opposition to the pian, 
explaining that he had no authority to act, 
and that the step must be authorized by 
municipal legislation. He suggested that the 
matter be presented tothe Committees on 
Police and Work-bouse and on Sanitar 

Affairs in the two branches of the Municip

Irregularities in the House. 


It was expected last night that the House of 
Delegates would appoint a committee to in- 
vestigate the forgery on the ten ordinances for 
public improvements on North Broadway. 
City Counsellor Bell has given an 


opinion to the effect that the bills became laws 
on January 26, when Acting Mayor Allen 
affixed his signature, and that no subsequent 
alterations can have any effect. It is proposed. 
however, to re-enact the ordinances so as to 
avoid all question of their validity. Some 
of the Oouncilmen are in favor of 
appointing a committee to investigate the 
matter, but it is becoming generaily under- 
stood that the clumsy forgery was only com- 
mitted to cover up a case of neglect 
on the part of an employe, 
While it is admitted by all that it was a toolish 
and risky thing to do, all the features of 
criminal intention have been removed, and it 
is probable that the matter will be smoothed 
over. 

This is not theonly irregularity that has 
lately been discovered in the House. A bill to 
appointa milk inspector was taken into the 
chamber of the house a few days ago and 
mysteriousiy disappeared. The committee 
members denied any knowledge of what had 
become of it. 

A more startling statement was made last 
night, when Chairman Waters of the House 
Committee on Railroads charged that his pock- 
et had been picked onthe floor of the House 
and the report of the committee abstracted 
by some unknown person. Waters made a 
thorough searck forthe missing report, but 
could not find it. It was stated later in the

THE LAW'S EFFECT. 


HOW THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE LAW 
WILL OPERATE ON BUSINESS. 


— — 


The Mode of Procedure by Railroads to 
Carry It Into Execution—Some Questions 
That will Have to Be Settled—Opinions 
of Several Practical Railroad Men—In- 
corporation of the Merchants’ Bridge 
Railway—The Central Elevated Roa 
Official Appointments. 


The interstate commerce bill having become 
a law by the signature of the President the 
railway companies must prepare to carry out 
its provisions within sixty days from the date 
of passage. The companies have hitherto 
looked upon the measure only as a probability 
and now they must face it as a certainty. As 
yet no railroad official or attorney has given a 
clear interpretation of the law, nor has pointed 
out specifically how it will affect the oompa - 
nies and interstate commerce. The trunk 
line Presidents have referred the law to a 
committee of Vice-Presidents, and every road 
has referred it to its legal department for in- 
terpretation. } ' 

Everything must walt for the interpreta- 
tion, andthe mode of procedure after that 
will throw an immense amount of work on 
railroad officials. All the associations, and 
each road belongs to several, and will meet 
and determine upon its future exist- 
ence, and the roads may agree upon what 
action will be taken on the law, with refer- 
ence to agreements between road and on 
rates which shall be made. Then each road 
must make up its schedule of rates in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the law, and as 
far us possibile on the basis of old rates. 

Exactly what effect the law will have on the 
commerce of the country and the railroads 
would be impossible to state until the rates 
bave been adjusted to the new conditions. 
The opinions as tothe effect of different geo- 
tions of the law vary so much that until the 
roads interpret them and act on them it is 
practically useless to disouss the question ex- 
cept in the most general way. 

TRAFFIC MANAGER NEWMAN, 
speaking of the law to-day, said: All the 
work of readjusting rates will have to be done 
before the effects of the law can be to any de- 
gree realized. It will completely revolution- 
ize the entire railroad system of the country. 
It will have to be adjusted to 
new conditions. Certain . hardships will 
be worked by some of the provisions. For 


instance, certain steamship lines which are 
owned by railroads and ply between United 
States ports will come under the provisions of 
the act while others plying between the same 
orts and not owned by railroads are free 
rom it and can doas they please. Again entire 
water routes are not included under the law 
and railroads running parallel te them will 
have to secure instant relief from the com- 
mission or do no business and be ruined. The 
companies in adjusting themselves to the law 
will interpret it gradually, and men 
an 


draw the lire more stringently 
necessary to rotect themselves until 
the court as passed upon it. 


There are many questions which are capable 
of different interpretations, and will have to 
be settled. Under section 2it is a question 
whether passenger traffic can be classfied. I 


do not doubt that it can, and second- 
class and emigrant tickets can be 
sold because all are to 


buy them and they give certain defined accom. 
modations. But as to special rates it is not 
so clear. Take theatrical rates, for instance. 
If reduced rates are made for companies of 
course no discrimination can be made 
against any individual or company, but 
the question comes up in not 

iving first - class accommodations. 

o theatrical for reduced rates a diserimma- 
tion against the general public. Similar ques - 
tions will arise in freiaht matters. 

»The effect, I think, of the long and shart 
haul clause will, I believe, at first be dis- 
astrous, because it will change the condition 
of business. The territory of manufacturers 
will be more limited. Manufacturers who 
have been sending their goods to all points of 
the country or ef the world won’t be able te 
do so then because the rates will be higher 
for long distances. They may make more ou 
what they seil, but they will not sell so much. 
Such a yo as manufacturing goods in New 
England and selling them in San Francisco 
will be stopped to a large extent. I believe 
that on the day the commission meets there 
will be about 100,000 requests for exceptions to 
this clause, which they cannot inteiligently 
pass upon for a long time. Tuereshouid bea

‘Another thing:The provision that the roads 
shall print their new schedules within a cer- 
tain time in certain type is foolish and practi- 
cally impossible, but I believe the law will be 
interpreted and acted upon according to its 
intent rather than the letter. I think it will 
injare the centers of commerce and help the 
country men and small towns.’’ 

The Southwestern Associatior has deferred 
the settlement of many questions until after the 
law has been 1 and other associa- 
tions have done and will do the same thing. 

In order to learn how the law will affect the 
different territories and in order to get opin- 
fons as to its operation, a general officer in 
one of the roads here sent out a circular letter 
to a number of officials, asking for their views 
on the subject.

The War Rumors Disturbing Europe—The 
Belgian Neutrality.

Lonpow, February 5.—All talk is still of war. 
The Spectator begins an article on the sub- 
ject: ‘‘There is nothing whatever in the news 
this week to modify the belief we expressed 
last Saturday, that the balance of probabilities 
isin favor of a speedy war. The Spectator 
writes thoughtfully about foreign politics, but 
in this case it grows daily more difficult to see 
on what grounds such a belief can rest. As- 
suranceés of peace are the order of the day. The 
French Nation have acted during the whole 
scare with admirable self-possession. It is 
preposterous to suppose that they have any 
intention to attack Germany. Germany has 
evident temptation to attack France, but it is 
little less than absurd to suppose that she 
would venture upon such an outrage as an 
unprovoked invasion. The easiest explana- 
tion is still that the German army bill is at the 
bottom of the scare. 

A VERY SERIOUS SYMPTOM 
of much confusion exists here concerning 
Engiand’s supposed guarantee of the neu- 
trality of Belgium. As a matter of fact, by 
the treaty of 1859 no power was bound to de- 
lend the violation of the Belgian territory.

Only Ten Out of 300 Applicants Qualified 
—A Big Batch of Pension Bills Vetoed 
—Manning and Jordan’s Retirement

Bill—Congressional Proceedings.

WASHINGTON, D. O., February 5.—The Presi- 
dent claims that up to the present time he has 
been unable to make up his mind whom to ap- 
point on the railroad commission.

There are few 
asking for the places other than broken down 
and defeated politicians. 


BEATING UNCLE SAM. 


The ‘‘Passenger Transportation” Rates of 
the Union Pacific. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., February 5.—On 
Wednesday the WorLD published a statement 
made from the annual report of the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company for 18%, showing 
that the Government had been swindled out 
of $400,000 between 1880 and 1885, inclusive, in 
the single item of “passenger transportation,’’ 
the overcharge averaging about 43.5 per cent. 
During the last twenty years the Pacitic Rail- 
road Companies have done transportation 
service for the United States amounting to 
$34,000,000. One-half of this has been 
mail service and the other half 
transportation of troops and supplies for 


thearmy. The rate for carrying the mails has 
been fixed by Congress, but those for other 
services have been based on the companies’ 
regular tariffs. No statement has been made 
asto the average rates charged for Govern- 
ment freight, so that it is impossiple to find 
the per cent of overcharge on that business, 
But assuming that itis on a par with that on 
the Government passenger business, as shown 
from the Union Pacific’s own report, the gross 
amount of such overcharges would reach 
$7,395,000. The WORLD'S statement and figures 
were shown to-day to several Government 
officials who have charge of these com- 
panies’ accounts, who were astonished at 
the extraordinary revelation of an evidently 
systematic system of plundering the Govern- 
ment. The principal item of Government 
passenger service is the transportation of 
troops. Instead of charging the Government 
the very highest tariff rate for such service, it 
would be entirely lawful fora contract price 
to be agreed upon at a much lower rate. 
Many of the land grant roads are now required 
by law to do Government transportation at a 
reduction of 50 per cent from their regular 
tariff rates. It is suggested that Congress 
should take some action on section 18, act of 
July 1, 1862, which says: 

Whenever it appears that the net earnings 
of the entire road and telegraph shall exceed 
10 per centum upon its cost, Congress may re- 
duce the rates of fare thereon, if unreasonabie 
— oh and may fix and establish the same 

law. 

The net earnings of these roads have long 

o exceeded ‘‘10 per centum upon the cost.’ 
The fictitious cost itseif bas been more 


than exceeded by the net earnings. 
It is therefore the plain duty of Con- 
gress to fix and establish the rates 


which these companies may charge, irrespect- 
ive of all tariffs; say slso how much per pas- 
senger per mile, and so much per ton per mile 
for all vernment service.

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MANNING AND JORDAN, 


Gossip About the Coming Changes in the 
Treasury Department.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 5.—What was 
exclusively given in the Post- DISPATCH over a 
week ago, that Secretary Manning and Treas- 
urer Jordan are to go out, was officially an- 
nounced to-day.

A TRUCK JAM. 


THE LONGSHOREMEN’S STRIKE CAUSES A 
BIG FREIGHT BLOCKADE. 


An Endless String of Trucks on the New 
York River Front—Steamers Going to 
Halifax for Coal—The Trouble at Pensa- 
cola, Fla.—Threatened Lockout of Cut- 
ters and Trimmers in Philadelphia— 
Labor News. 


New YORE, February 5.—The freight block- 
ade on the river front is worse this morning 
than it was yesterday afternoon. In many 
instances the truckmen left their wagons in 
the line last night end took the borses to 
stable and came back and slept on the truck. 
In Roosevelt Square at8o’clock this morn- 
ing there was not space for another 
truck and the tall end of the line extended up 
South street. The majority of these men were 
waiting to unload on the Clyde Line pier noxt 
to the Roosevelt ferry. The men on the pier 
were still engaged unloading the steamer 
Seminole, which by this time should have 
been ready forsailing. Many ofthe men on 
the dock to-day only commenced work yes- 
terday..The Mallory Line was in no better 
condition.

415,512 tons, while only 249,504 tons re- 
mained unsold December 31, 1886. This 
means that the market has absorbed 
the 287,630 tons imported from England 
during the year and 167,008 tons of the 
surplus of 1885 in addition to the product 
of 6,366,688 in 1886. Pennsylvania pro- 
duced more than half, Ohio. coming next 
with 908,094 tons, Illinois third with 501,795 
tons, Alabama fourth with 283,859 tons, 
New York fifth with 233,618, and Tennes- 
see sixth with 200,526 tons. The absorp- 
tion of 6,821,326 tons of pig-iron product 
in one year surpasses all former booms in 
the iron trade.

But 
if the bill authorizing the President to 
enforce such non-intercourse were already 
a law, he would not think of enforcing 
it until other means had failed and there 
was pressing occasion ‘for a resort to ex- 
treme measures. 
A TOKEN OF ESTEEM. 

A set of cheerful idiots who will 
probably get the severe snubbing 
they deserve are the gentlemen who 
grandiloquently catalogue themselves 
as The Supervising Inspector-Gen- 
eral and the individual members 
of the Board of Supervising Inspectors.of 
Steam Vessels,’’ now in session in Wash- 
ington. 

These Government officials, with a dis- 
regard of official propriety which indicates 
that they have not passed a civil-service 
examination have “‘chipped in“ the sum 
of $10 apiece with which they have pur- 
chased a ‘‘magnificent floral tribute’’ to 
be sent to the wife of the President ‘‘asa 
“slight token of their exalted esteem for 
her as a true American woman and their 
“sincere respect for her as the presiding 
“lady of the White House.” 

Exalted esteem” and ‘‘sincere re- 
spect’’ are good; the effusiveness of Pod- 
snap himself could not do better. But 
was there not one of the individual mem- 
bers of the Board of Supervising Inspeo- 
tors with sense enough to suggest that im- 
pertinence isnot the customary expres- 
sion of esteem, and that respect for the 
President's wife is not shown by violating 
the statutes which the President is chosen 
to enforce? 

If these gentlemen had presented a 
magnificent floral tribute ora magnificent 
pointer dog oraslight token of exalted 
esteem in any shape to the President they 
would have rendered themselves liable to 
dismissal under the United States Statutes. 
Their offense is not lessened but increased 
when they approach the President through 
his wife. If they evade the letter of the 
statute they show an utter ignorance of 
its intention, by committing an offense 
which was not specifically forbidden be- 
cause it was never supposed that any one 
would be stupid enough to attempt it. 

It is perhaps merely a coincidence that 
this reminder of Republican methods 
comes froma Republican official left over 
from a former Administration. It is the 
first instance, and it is devoutly to be 
hoped that it may be the last in which 
any office-holder will make the mistake of 
sending presents of any kind to the White 
House.

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A PORLOEN COLONY. 


It would be worth while for the State 
Department to asvertain what truth there 
is in the story thata deluded colony of 
American exiles are dying off in destitu- 
tion among the marshes of Topolovampo, 
on the west coast of Mexico, It is certain 
that a wild-eyed American speculator by 
the name of OWEN has been haunting the 
Mexican Republic for seyeral years, and has 
succeeded in deluding several Americans 
of otherwise sober records to put up the 
money needed to buy a franchise for the 
„Eagle Pass and Topolovampo Railroad 
Company, a corporation that as yet ex- 
ists only on paper. Some information 
about that typical Mexican enterprise 
might probably be obtained from ex-Sen- 
ator WINDOM who was, we believe, the 
president of the company and who is now 
mentioned as a good man to appoint on 
the Interstate Railroad Commission. 

Topolovampo, on the Mexican coast of 
the Gulf of California, isan alleged har- 
bor, and wasto be the terminus of Mr. 
OweEn’s airy railroad. If he has suo- 
ceeded in beguiling any number of Amer- 
ican citizens to form a colony there they 
are probably by this time on the verge of 
starvation, and should be rescued. 

There is room enough in this country for 
all the colonies that American citizens 
need wish to establish, and instead of 
fighting yellow fever, malaria, cholera 
and starvation in the tropical coasts of 
foreign lands, they can do better working 
at home and fighting against monopoly, 
corruption and fraud. 


SUBMISSION NOT PROHIBITION, 

Speaker ALEXANDER told the Demo- 
cratic caucus that he had been twice 
elected as a submissionist, but with a clear 
understanding that he would advocate 
local option, not prohibition.

His iliness being 
of achronic form, or liable at any rate to fall 
intoachronic form, and of a serious charac- 
ter, the few principal associates of Mr. Par- 
nell have not only begun to feel deep concern 
about him personally, but also about the lead- 
ership of the party, in case he should become 
unable to perform the duties of that office. No 
public expression has as yet been given to 
these anxieties,which, nevertheless, undoubt- 
edly exist. Surprise has been expressed that 
go little has been heard from Mr. Parnell in 
connection with many stirring ingidents that 
have occurred in Ireland during past few 
months, and by many it was in- 
ferred that he was not in sympathy with 
the more active members of the National 
league. But while it is true that he regards 
himself as a sort of hostage to Eu- 
glish public opinion in reference 
to the Nationalist cause, and for 
the purpose of attaining certain objects as a 
conservative rather than an aggressive leader 
of his party, the chief reason of his silence all 
this time bas been hisiliness, which was much 
more severe than even many of the prominent 
men in the Irish party had any conception of. 
The chances are, I fear, that the days of his 
active leadership are over.

AT TEHERAN. 


MINISTER PRATT’S ARRIVAL AT THE CAPI- 
TAL OF PERSIA. 


A Long and Costly Journey—Enforced Delay 
at Constantinople—Dangerous Crossing 
of the River Shah Rood — The Shah’s 
Special Envoy Meet Mr. Pratt at Reshe 
With a Brilliant Cortege. 


By Telegraph to the Fosr-Disrarcn. 

NEw Yor«K,February 5.—Private letters from 
Teheran, under date of December 10 last, and 
only just recetved, give an interesting account 
of the reception in the historic capital of Fer - 
sia of Mr. E. Spencer Pratt, our new Minister 
tothe kingdom of the Shah. The ceremony 
and warmth with which the representative of 
America was greeted there would indicate that, 
in his recent visitto England, the Shah must 
Have been much impressed by what he learned 
of our progress and influence upon the mate- 
rial, if not political, interests of the Old 
World. In olden days our representative was 
not thought or made much of. When the Per- 
sian Ministry was discussed, at the time of the 
appointment of Mr. Pratt, it was said 
insome of the papers thata year’s salary 
would be absorbed inthe traveling expenses 
from Washington tothe post ot duty. Whether 
this be true or not, the journey must be not 
only expensive, but very arduous as well. 
The letters referred to say that Mr. Pratt left 
Washington in September and reached 
Teheran only in the last days of November. 
When he reached Paris be discovered that the 
Turkish authorities had established a quaran- 
tine against all vessels from Austrian or Ital- 
lan ports. The only open route was then to 
Constantinople, via Marseilles, and the steam- 
ers sailing from that port were so ovarcrowd- 
ed that not a single berth could be procured 
for a fortnight. 
facthe did not reach Constantinople until 
October 283, aud then found that travel east - 


ward over the Black Sea was interrupted by 


storms which made the crossing too 
DANGEROUS FOR SHIPS TO ATTEMPT. 

The second detention, which lasted for sixteen 

days, gave them an opportunity, not other 

wise obtainable, of seving, studying and 

knowing the country and its people. His let- 


ters of introduction also enabled him to meet 
some of the Sultan’s most trusted advisers 
Thus he 


and leading foreign ambassadors. 
gained an insight into the Eastern question, 
that in the protection and promotion 
of American interests in 
Orient, will serve his future purposes and he 
hoped would make his services of more than 
ordinary value to the United States Govern- 
ment. Leaving Constantinople on November 
8, his transit across the Black Sea, 
over the Caucasus and down the 
Caspian Sea is described as bad 
enough, but its arduousness was as 


nothing tothe experiences that awaited him 
on dis journey from the Persian coast over the 
passes of the Great Eibarz Mountains to Tehe- 
ran. He came, indeed, very nearly losing his 
life on the way in attempting with the drago- 
man and two servants to cross the river Shah 
Rood in the night time ahead of the guides. 
On landing at Reshe, the seaport on the Cas- 

lan Sea, be was met by a special envoy of the 
Ehuh and the commander of the station, and 
with much pomp and ceremony conducted to 
a house set apart for his accommodation. 
There he rested for three days 
while the necessary preparations 
for the journey were making. The delay would 
have been almost — gees but for the 
Russian Consul, Viapoff, ana his wife, both of 
whom, though he was a perfect 98 to 
them, treated him as if he had been a lifelong 
friend. It wasl2o’clock on day, Novem- 
ber 19, that he turned his back on the Caspian 
Sea, and began his journey to the capital.

THE SOLE OWNER. 


Mr. D. Crawford Purchases the Interest of 
His Partner in the Dry Goods Business. 
The firm of D. Crawford & Co., known as 

one of the most enterprising dry goods houses 

in the West, dissolved this morning, Alex- 
ander Russell retiring. The public has only 
known of Mr. Dugald Crawford in con- 
nection with that bouse on ac- 
oount of the style of the firm 


although Mr. Russell was an equal partner. 
The dissolution was brought about by the wish 
of Mr. Russell to retire from active business. 
He has during his copnection with the firm 
accumulated quite a large fortune, and the 
senior partner paid bim for his share of the 
business $151,000, which an inventory showed 
his interest was worth, and also gave hima 


$168,500 was given the latter this morning, 
when the agreement for dissolution went into 
effect. 

MR. CRAWFORD 
gald this morning: ‘‘I shall not incorporate, 
but will continue business under the old style, 
D. Crawford & Company.’ Mr. W. F. Mills, 
who has been our dress goods buyer for years, 
and is one of the smartest dry goods men 
in the country, will be associated 
with me in the management of the house and 
will have an interest in the profits. I wiil, 
however, be the sole owner. 

Mr. Crawford has been theruling spirit of 
the firm as much in fact as in name, and has 
built up a marvelous business outof nothing. 
He left Scotland, his native country, in 1858, 
a young man, for Canada, where he 
remained six years, learning the dry goods 
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the firm succeeded by the Wm. Barr Dry 
Goods Company. From the last employment 
Mr. Crawford went into business with Mr. 
Russell, beginning with the firm style made so 
well known by their later enterprise. At first 
the firm had only §2,300 capital and occu- 
pied a small store 15xls feet at 
418 Franklin avenue. Gradually their business 
increased, They made eight additions to their 
quarters, taking in store after store and court 
yard after court yard, until now, after twenty 
rears Of business, they occupy a building 170

The opening service to-morrow evening at 
7:80 will be inthe old T. M. C. A. building at 
Eleventh and Locust streets, which the army 
has rented forayear. There will be present a 
good-sized detachment of Salvationists. At 
first it was the intention to have only a half 


dozen, but the necessity of making 
the opening a grand affair became 
80 apparent, that Capt. Richard Evans, 


who bas charge ot the preliminaries, tele- 
graphed to Chicago for all the men that could 
be spared.

Such is the substance of the most interest- 
ing portion of Mr. Wells’ book. There is 
much more, but the matter consists chiefly of 
statistics, tables of financial, land and other 
kindred matters, and general subjects of 
more interest to the broker or the politician 
than to ordinary readers. There is some his- 
torical matter, not new to persons acquainted 
with general history; and on tne whole the 
book seems to be rather a superfluous than a 
destrable addition to the ephemeral literature 
of the day.
